REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) , wherein the claimed invention comprises, in claim 1, a pupilometer comprising: 
processing said data according to an algorithm establishes the distance between the surface of the 
eyeball and the image capturing means, wherein establishing the distance between the surface of 
the eyeball and the image capturing means includes detecting the pupil and measuring the size of 
the detected pupil, as claimed.
